Fire Companies Give Up 
P. D. and Casualty Writers 
Quit Collision 


NEW YORK—To avoid complica- 
tions which arose from time to time 
through the writing both by casualty 
and by fire companies of automobile 
property damage and collision, a joint 
committee representing the National 
Bureau of Casualty & Surety Under- 
writers and National Automobile Un- 
derwriters Association has  recom- 
mended to their respective members 
that casualty companies cease writing 
collision, and the fire companies retire 
from the property damage field. 


Manuals Will Be Cleared 


While every effort will be put forth 
to carry out the program, it was recog- 
nized that a number of important fire 
companies, without casualty subsidi- 
aries or affiliates, will be free to write 
p. d. should they desire. All rules and 
rates applicable to collision will be 
eliminated from the manual of the Na- 
tional Bureau, while the National Asso- 
ciation will remove from its manual all 
reference to property damage. 


No Change in Rates 


Rates for the two types of coverage 
will be those previously charged, except 
that the fire companies cannot follow 
the merit rating or the safe driver re- 
ward features of the casualty offices. 

The practice of having fire compa- 
nies determine collision rates and the 
casualty companies those for property 
damage dates from 1930. 

The 180 companies in the National 
Automobile Underwriters Association 
wrote approximately $1,000,000 in 
property damage premiums last year, 
whereas their collision premiums were 
about $60,000,000. In the course of the 
years the income of the fire offices from 
the former type of business has de- 
creased steadily, while that from the 
collision line has shown rapid advance- 
ment. The casualty companies have 
gained substantially on their property 
damage, and their collision writings 
have dwindled. 

Where required the N. A. U. A. will 
continue to make the necessary prop- 
erty damage filings in behalf of its 
member companies.

An Editorial 
REMOVING IDEA OF A CONSPIRACY 





A human characteristic is to think in terms of a conspiracy and in so 
doing human nature more often than not is led astray. We once heard Nor- 
man Hapgood say that in approaching any political problem he first elimi- 
nates any idea of a conspiracy. The individual, unthinkingly, is quick to 
charge others with being conspirators, and yet, if he would examine his own 
being, he would appreciate that conspiracy is repugnant to him. We would 
say that if it were natural for men to conspire society would be intolerable. 


We recall two or three rather definite incidents. When Jake Lingle of 
the Chicago “Tribune” was murdered and it was revealed that he was en- 
gaged in underworld traffic, the street quickly agreed that Lingle could not 
have operated as he did without the ksaowledge of the management and that hence 
the Chicago “Tribune” was engaged in rackets—a conspiracy. We happen to 
know otherwise. 


When one Wolff of the Continental Illinois National Bank & Trust Company 
of Chicago a few years ago was exposed as having gotten away with some $2,000,- 
000 of the bank’s funds, the street hurriedly made up its mind that Wolff had been 
chosen for the sacrifice, that there had been a conspiracy among the higher ups 
in the bank. That, of course, was absurd. 


Business and society proceed on the assumption that men are honest. On 
those occasions when the trust of business and society in its fellows is betrayed, 
the curbstone critic condemns those interested for failure to detect what had been 
going on or place those interested in the same boat with the betrayer. But it is en- 
tirely unnatural to be suspicious unless one is a policeman and then the suspicion is 
never directed at the family, for when a policeman goes wrong the chief is cen- 
sured for not having been more omniscient. 


It is regrettable that even some of those in the insurance business are deliver- 
ing the cynical opinion that company executives knew that the late C. R. Street 
was bribing politicians with company money to effect settlement of the Missouri 
rate case. That is inconceivable. We learned the other day that when the Mis- 
souri litigation started in 1922 one of the members of the subscribers actuarial 
committee reported at a meeting that it had been relayed to him that the case 
could have been disposed of for $5,000. He said he was not offering that as a 
proposal but was merely passing the word as a matter of information. The ques- 
tion was not even discussed. Throughout the long years of the litigation all sorts 
of offers were relayed to headquarters, but they were all summarily rejected. 


The litigation was miserable and seemingly endless. It had no terminal facili- 
ties. The companies at any time would have been greatly relieved to have been 
rid of it. As a matter of fact Mr. Street stood up for years against a compromise 
in the face of the greatest executive pressure. He contended that a first principle 
was involved—primarily the question of whether the interest on premium reserves 
should be taken into account in fixing premium rates. He argued that if the com- 
panies should retire without adjudicating that point in their favor they would face 
calamitous conditions in other states. Mr. Street was masterful in his presenta- 
tion, and any man that would have had the temerity to stand up stoutly against 
him would have been subjected to withering treatment. The companies, on the 
whole, were not enthusiastic litigants, but they continued the case under Mr. 
Street’s spur. Then, when it seemed that victory was almost in sight, with favor- 
able decisions having been rendered by the federal court master, Mr. Street em- 
braced the idea of a compromise, much against the desire of counsel. 


The terms of the compromise were complicated. A new and lower rate 
structure was to be introduced in the state. The various refinements of coverage 
that had been made applicable in other jurisdictions were to be made available 
for the first time in Missouri. Certain treatment was accorded policies that had 
been in force from 1930 to March of 1935 and certain different treatment was 
given policies in force from March 1935 to November of that year. The policy- 
holders were to get 20 percent, the companies directly were to get 50 percent, the 
trustees 30 percent. Agents commissions were to be paid and there was an imme- 
diate row because of the demand of agents that they be paid commissions on the 
entire impounded amount and not merely on the 80 percent. There were the 
attorney fees and other expenses. Executive attention was concentrated mainly 
on the commission question. The demand of Mr. Street for 5 percent was merely 
an incident in the many sided situation. He was questioned by individual execu- 
tives on the destination of the 5 percent and he told those inquirers, as he told this 
writer at the time, that in connection with the compromise he had agreed to 
defray most of the legal expenses of the state and the insurance department. 


Any executive who had made an issue of that 5 percent and had undertaken 
to have gone to the bottom of it would today, of course, be a hero, but it would 
have been an unnatural thing to do at the time, in view of the fact that Mr. Street, 
an insurance veteran of 50 years, occupied a preeminent and singular position in 
the business ahd had seized and been trusted with the conduct of the Missouri 





Pink Proposes 
New Zone 
Examination Sefup 


Four Division Plan for 
Consideration of Commis- 
sioners Convention 


Superintendent Pink of New York 
has announced that he has submitted a 
proposed resolution on the question of 
convention examinations for considera- 
tion of the National Association of 
Insurance Commissioners at the June 
meeting in San Francisco. In addition 
to Mr. Pink’s proposal, the association 
will have before it amendments to the 
by-laws proposed by Earle of Oregon 
to make convention examinations com- 
pulsory. 


Under Mr. Pink’s plan, the number of 
zones for examination purposes would 
be reduced to four, expenses would be 
limited and the requisite experience and 
qualifications of examiners would be 
defined. 


Constitution of the Zones 


Under the Pink plan, zone 1 would 
consist of the New England states, those 
on the eastern seaboard as far south 
as and including Maryland, and Ohio. 
Zone 2 would include the southeastern 
states; zone 3, middle western and 
Texas, Arkansas, Oklahoma: zone 4 
would take in the mountain and coast 
states and Nebraska. 

The resolution provides that at each 
annual meeting the commissioners of the 
states in each zone shall elect a chair- 
man. 

Whenever an examination is called 
pursuant to the by-laws of the associa- 
tion at the request, invitation or with 
the consent of the domiciliary insurance 
supervising authority, zone participation 
shall be in accord with the invitation of 
such authority, but the domiciliary au- 
thority is requested to invite as many 
zones to send a representative as the 
size of the company and spread of the 
business will justify. 

The chairman of the examinations 
committee would be notified and he 
would notify the chairman of each zone 
requested or entitled to participate. The

Use of Survey Book Pushed 


Millers National, Chicago, is now 
pushing use of its “Insurance Record- 
Analysis Book,” which last year was 
distributed to more than 1500 agents 
and brokers throughout the country. 

This book, which is bound in brown 


leatherette, is loose leaf with a ring 
binder mechanism. It contains visible 
record forms designed to give the as- 


sured an instantaneous picture of his 
present insurance. On the reverse side 
of these forms is found the expiration 
record. Also provided is a concise, fact- 
finding form, a policy receipt form, and 
pages for presenting recommendations. 

Advantage of the book is that a 
current record of existing insurance can 
be kept which enables the agent to make 
new recommendations as the assured’s 
business makes it necessary. 


Compromises Strike Damage Claim 


KANSAS CITY Continental has 
agreed to pay $1,700 of a $3,000 claim 
for damages filed some months ago by 
the Gernes Garment Company here. The 
claim was based on losses suffered as 
the result of rioting outside the Gernes 
plant during a strike March 15 to April 
15, 1937. Losses covered a 17-day 
period when workers were unable to get 
into the plant due to the activities of 
labor agitators on the outside. 

A stipulation of the settlement has 
been filed in the circuit court. The 
claim was made under the supplemental 
contract. 

Contention of Continental was that 
the policy covered damage resulting 
from rioting attending strikes within the 
plant, not outside rioting, even though 
the latter resulted in business loss on 
the inside. The action of the assured 
was dismissed with prejudice, so that its 
suit cannot be renewed. 





Klein Urges Flood 
Plain Zoning 





That flood plain zoning and evacua- 
tion will greatly reduce exposure of hu- 
man and property values to flood losses, 
(and consequently insurance losses) 
was put forth by H. C. Klein, chairman 
committee on city planning and zoning 
for the National Fire Protection Asso- 
ciation, in a recent article in that organi- 
tion’s quarterly. 

ge such methods are not practiced,” 
he said, “further encroachments will re- 
strict flood channels, resulting in greater 
resistance to flood flow, higher flood 
stages and therefore greater losses. 
Flood plain zoning and evacuation are 
procedures so realistic, sensible and 
comparatively inexpensive as to cause 
surprise that they have not been used 
more often rather than the expensive 
procedure of building floor walls and 
reservoirs. 

“As long as periodically flooded areas 
are occupied for residential and other 
unsuitable uses, floods will not only 
cause fires and handicap extinguish- 
ments of flames, but will contribute 
liberally to casualty losses. 

“Flood plain zoning is merely an ap- 
plication of the principles of zoning 
which have been successfully applied 
in other fields concerning uses of land 
which are not in the interest of public 
safety and general welfare. 

As flood plain zoning can only pre- 
vent future unsuitable occupancy of 
flood paths, it must be supplemented by 
flood plain evacuation which under the 
power of eminent domain, where vol- 
untary action cannot be secured, can be 
effected.

U.S. Aviation Underwriters 
Provides Coverage 
for the Flights 





NEW YORK-—Insurance covering 
all flight hazards on the new transat- 
lantic air mail and express service 
shortly to be begun by American Ex- 
port Airlines has been placed with 
United States Aviation Underwriters. 
The case was handled by Parker & Co., 
aviation insurance specialists. | While 
the insurance has been placed with an 
American market, it was necessary, as 
in all large aviation cases, to place a 


portion of the risk with British under- 
writers. 


Service Soon to Begin 


Planes to be used by American Ex- 
port Airlines, which is a subsidiary of 
the American Export steamship line, 
are large flying boats of the PBY type 
used by the Coast Guard as patrol boats. 
They are made by Consolidated Air- 
craft Corporation. The first of the 
planes built for this new transatlantic 
service, which will have Marseilles, 
France, as its eastern terminus, will 
soon take off on the first of three sur- 
vey flights which have already been ap- 
proved by the Civil Aeronautics Au- 
thority. 

American Export’s present plan calls 
for a three-year period of mail and ex- 
press service, no passengers being car- 
ried during that time. 

Values per ship are considerably less 
than the Boeing clipper ships which are 
already making flights to England, as 
the Consolidated planes are smaller. In- 
sured values on the latter are $180,000 
per ship as against $675,000 for the big 
Boeings. The Boeings, however, are 
insured under a 30 percent deductible 
provision. 

Other high-value commercial aircraft 
risks include the new Douglas DC-4, 
insured for $400,000, which recently

Court Moves in Bewilder- 
ing Number Are Underway 
at Several Points 


KANSAS CITY — The suit to set 
aside the O’Malley compromise of the 
Missouri fire rate case, which was filed 
early this year by the Ward-Coppage 
Mercantile Company, Caruthersville, has 
been transferred by Federal Judge Col- 
let to the division of Judge Reeves here. 
The suit is independent of the insur- 
ance department’s action before the fed- 
eral court here to have the compromise 
set aside and the money all returned to 
policyholders and is independent also 
from the suit filed in the Missouri su- 
preme court last week by Attorney- 
general McKittrick to set aside the 
compromise, return $13,000,000 and re- 
duce premium rates to the level of the 
Ben Hyde order of 1922. 

Judge Reeves is a member of the 3- 
judge federal court which June 19 will 
hear the companies’ answer to motions 
to set aside the compromise and return, 


companies’ expense, the approxi- 
mately $8,000,000 paid to the account 


of the companies under that compro- 
mise. At the court’s request the depart- 
ment has prepared orders to that ef- 
fect. The orders provide a return to the 
custodian of the court of that amount 
“on or before July 1.”

Fire Hazards in Building 
Construction Pointed Out 


As a part of the service which the 
National Board maintains on building 
construction, the committee on fire pre- 
vention and engineering standards has 
released Bulletin No. 75 entitled “Build- 
ing Codes as an Aid in Fire Prevention 
and Fire Protection.” 

“A study of building fires shows sev- 
eral outstanding factors which not only 
in themselves increase the probability of 
losses because of inherent conditions, 
but also prevent effective fire fighting,” 
says the bulletin. These features of 
building construction are excessive 
areas, open stairways, thin walls, im- 
proper ventilation systems, interior 
courts, unprotected windows, inaccess- 
ible basements and sub-basements, lack 
of fire doors, steelwork without insula- 
tion, weak floors and structural mem- 


bers which will not withstand sustained | 
fire without failure and the presence of | 
various inaccessible places in which fire 
can extend vertically and horizontally 
without discovery. 

“Correction of these principal factors 
responsible for fire losses and injury is 
the object to be aimed at by building 
codes. It is for that reason that every 
community should enact and enforce 
such a code. That the adoption of a 
building code increases cost of construc- 
tion cannot be denied. It is one of the 
axioms applying to all forms of safety 
that the lessening of any hazards costs 
money or effort or both.”

NEW AGENT OF RECORD RULE 


July 1 has been set as the effective 
date of the new Chicago Board rules 
regarding agents of recerd. After that 
date, no information will be given unless 
a letter is on file. Previously a mem- 
ber of the board could get information 
by certifying that he had written insur- 
ance for the assured and that the pre- 
mium on at least one policy had been 
paid. The rule applies to old business 
as well as new. 

The Chicago Board has issued two 
new forms for letters appointing an 
agent of record. The ordinary agent’s 
letter calls for the name of the agent 
or firm and the description and location 
of property. To appoint a sole agent of 
record, the authority previously given 
others must be revoked in the letter 
and the other agents must be specific- 
ally named. The letter must be on the 
assured’s stationery, if he has stationery, 
and signed by the assured. If the as- 
sured is a corporation, the letter must 
be signed by an officer or the auditor.

York City, it is announced by the 
American Arbitration Association. 

Instead of going to the courts, a 
procedure usually impossible for the 
short-time guest, the parties to a con- 
troversy will be able to apply for the 
services of an impartial arbitrator to 
decide their case in a few hours or less. 
According to the established rules of 
arbitration, both parties must agree in 
advance to abide by the decision ren- 
dered. There will be no charge what- 
ever for the service. 

The panel of voluntary arbitrators 
which is made up of leaders in business, 
educational and social organizations, will 
also be staffed with men who speak for- 
eign languages, to aid fair visitors from 
abroad. 

In addition to commercial and civil 
disputes the lay arbitrators will also ad- 
just accident cases involving out-of- 
towners, according to Mr. Pink. Many

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Hail Premiums 
Disappointing 
But Losses Light 


The premium writings in the hail busi- 
ness so far this season have been dis- 
appointing, but the loss record is de- 
cidedly favorable. Apparently the pre- 
miums so far this year are not more 
than 40 percent of the volume for last 
year. The record is just about the 
same or a little below the 1937 season. 
In the winter wheat states of Oklahoma, 
Texas, Kansas, Colorado and Nebraska, 
there was a prolonged drouth in the 
early stages of the crops and the price 
of the grain was depressed. The drouth 
was broken and the price of wheat went 
up, but this combination of improve- 
ments came too late in the season to 
cause benefit to the hail insurance busi- 
ness. 

On account of the recession in the 
price of wheat and the adverse crop 
prospects early in the season, many 
farmers who were carrying federal crop 
insurance were not impelled to purchase 
additional hail insurance. In the spring 
wheat area the moisture is holding up. 
A few policies are being written but the 
season does not start in earnest for 
about a week. 

In the south, where cotton and to- 
bacco are the principal crops insured, 
there has been a marked increase in hail 
writings. The increase runs from 20 to 
30 percent. Most of the southern busi- 
ness has now been written. There have 
been some bad storms in the south and 
many losses under policies but the 
record is still favorable. 


RECORD IN KANSAS 


WICHITA—The 1939 Kansas wheat 
crop has been estimated as 116,000,000 
bushels, about 75 percent of the crop in 
the southwestern section of the state 
having been damaged extensively by 
drouth during the latter part of April 
and May. The eastern two-thirds of the 
state will harvest an excellent crop. 

Hail writings have been disappointing. 
Flat cancellations have been widespread 
in the drouth areas. Fortunately rains 
during the past three weeks have not 
been accompanied by the usual hail 
storms so that the losses so far have 
been light and widely scattered. Harvest 
has started this week in the south central 
part of the state where the best wheat 
is to be found. 


LEGISLATION 


Nebraska—All of the seven bills in- 
troduced by the insurance department 
investigating committee were indefi- 
nitely postponed in the closing hours of 
the legislature. 

Of the 42 bills introduced during the 
session affecting insurance, only three 
became laws. One permits assessment 
associations carrying reserves required 
of mutual or stock companies to limit 
their assessments to one a year in addi- 
tion to the regular one provided in the 
policy. Another makes workable the 
law permitting the formation of rural 
fire protection districts and the third 
sets up a system of certification of 
titles of motor vehicles. 

Insurance Director Smrha has been 
relieved of further control or supervision 
over the state bureau of securities 
through the passage of a bill trans- 
ferring the latter to the banking depart- 
ment. 

After a great deal of jockeying, a bill 
was killed that would have deprived the 
insurance director of the authority to 
name the attorney for his department 
and would have required him to either 
accept whoever was assigned his depart- 
ment by the attorney-general or apply 
to the latter for advice when needed or 
desired. John S. Logan, attorney for 
the insurance department for four years, 
will now remain as legal adviser. 
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Baughman Is Head 
of Ohio Field Men 


COLUMBUS, O.—President E. B. 
Leighton, Continental, stressed the need 
for firm action on the delinquent balance 
situation shown in the annual report of 
Secretary H. R. Underwood, Providence 
Washington, which indicated an increas- 
ing trend toward delinquency, at the 
monthly meeting of the Ohio Fire Un- 
derwriters Association. 

New officers are: P. F. Baughman, 
North America, president; G. ‘ 
Thomas, Aetna, vice-president, and Mr. 
Underwood, secretary-treasurer. New 
members of the executive committee 
are: J. F. Lisy, Jr.. Home, and G. M. 
Giles, Springfield, two year terms, and 
B. C. Curran, Continental, one year 
term. Holdover members of the com- 
mittee are A. S. Snow, Camden, and R. 
B. Sherman, Northern Assurance. 

R. S. Tidrick, Springfield, reporting 
for the legislative committee, said that 
more bills had been up before the state 
legislature affecting insurance than at 
any time in the past 30 years. No bills 
detrimental to the business passed, how- 
ever. 

D. P. Hague-Rogers, Eagle Star, said 
that there would be a B. D. O. meeting 
at Defiance June 28 and urged attend- 
ance. 

President Leighton announced the 
resignation of E. M. Letcher, Continen- 
tal, who has been transferred to the II- 
linois field. T. A. MacLean, National 
Union, was admitted to membership. 

A meeting will be held July 11. Harry

American, N. J., was a guest. 


Urges Time Control 
for Local Agents 


A regional meeting of the Ohio Asso- 
ciation of Insurance Agents was held at 
Middletown. Theodore Safford, A. W. 
Shell Company agency at Cincinnati, 
presided. Virgil Martin of the license 
division of the Ohio insurance depart- 
ment explained its workings. C. M. 
Plummer, field representative of the 
Ohio association, spoke also. 

T. M. Herman, manager at Cincinnati 
for the Northwestern National Life, 
spoke on “Time Control.” Stressing its 
importance for fire agents as well as 
life men, Mr. Herman said he had been 
a resident in his city six years and, in 
that time only one agent had approached 
him to write fire insurance on his prop- 
erty. He suggested that agents adopt 
the intensive sales methods of life men 
for better cultivation of the field for 
their type of insurance. As soon as a 
person gets in the business world he is 
taught to respect property values and to 
insure them. A man’s home is insured 
as a matter of course while that which 
produces property, the human value, is 
rarely insured unless some life agent 
works hard to sell him life insurance.

Weshinuten Tax 
Work Decentralized 


Eleven Tax Units to Be 
Established for Final 
Decisions on All Matters 


The Internal Revenue Department at 
Washington is decentralizing its tax 
units and will in due season have 11 
branches throughout the country where 
final decisions can be rendered and all 
matters decided in the field where here- 
tofore the ultimate authority was left 
with Washington. This meant that 
there were hundreds of tax lawyers, 
consultants and experts at Washington 
residing there because all the work had 
to be done in that city. Now with the 
decentralization of these bureaus and 
the establishment of branches with final 
authority throughout the country there 
is considerable dismay among those 
whose professional practice has been in 
tax matters. The number of tax dis- 
putes is increasing. Even if an appeal 
is made to the board of tax appeals a 
member will go to one of the branches 
and sit. Altogether the tax procedure 
is thus being greatly changed so far as 
the mechanics are concerned. 

Insurance companies and insurance 
men have many tax matters to take up. 
This new arrangement will be much 
more convenient. 





New Exclusion in 
Automobile Policy 


In connection with the extension of 
the comprehensive automobile policy to 
commercial automobiles, the National 
Automoble Underwriters Association 
has revised the contract to exclude loss 
caused by “impact of an automobile 
against an automobile to which it is 
coupled.” This is intended to exclude 
bumping of a trailer or semi-trailer 
against the automobile or tractor. It 
applies to private passenger automobiles 
as well as to trucks. The final draft of 
the new form has not been released as 
yet. 





Discourage Part-time Agents 


CAMDEN, N. J.—The Camden (N.J.) 
County Association of Insurance Agents 
has made vigorous and successful efforts 
to rid the county of a large number of 
agency appointments, many being part- 
timers and otherwise objectionable in- 
dividuals. One group has closed out 
39 licenses here, and in another instance, 
a local banking institution served notice 
on employes to decide whether they 
wanted to go into the insurance busi- 
ness or retain their positions with the 
bank. The employes decided to remain 
with the bank and give up their part- 
time insurance activities.

Casualty Is a Changing Business 


For years insurance men have said 
that casualty insurance, the younger 
and more flexible member of the agent’s 
team, was in a constant state of change 
and in sharp contrast to the more crys- 
tallized fire business. More recently the 
force of this statement has been some- 
what diminished by evolutions in fire 
insurance, with revised rate schedules, 
modernized forms and new coverages, 
in addition to the ever-changing activi- 
ties of its rampant brother, inland ma- 
rine. During the past month, however, 
developments in the casualty field have 
been so rapid and taken in so much ter- 
ritory that the old statement was truer 
than ever before. Observers maintain 
that never in the past was there a pe- 
riod in which so many important lines 
were so radically altered. 

First came the new free drive other 
cars coverage in automobile insurance, 
followed almost immediately by the new 
automobile rating classifications, which 
still are a prime topic of discussion. 
Then the burglary manual was revised, 
and several new burglary coverages pub- 
lished. The public liability manual was 
then completely overhauled and a sep-

Automobile insurance 
next jumped back into the spotlight with 
the revised automobile liability and gar- 
age liability policies.

Of these, 
six pages were devoted to questions and 
answers and pointers, and 16 were on 
fire and marine subjects. Only eight of 
these pages were entirely due to rule 
changes, these being affected by the 
abolition of the $100 deductible in ma- 
licious damage insurance. The other 58 
pages all dealt directly with casualty and 
surety changes, 30 pages being devoted 
to automobile insurance alone, and the 
editor explained with regret that lack 
of time and space made it impossible to 
treat any but more important changes.

with New Business Leads 


Much interest was shown in a recent 
editorial in THE NATIONAL UNDERWRITER 
which mentioned that the western de- 
partment of a prominent fire company 
has worked out a very successful system 
of using examiners to increase business. 
Many requests were received for a 
further explanation of this system. In- 
vestigation revealed that the mechanical 
setup of the system is extremely simple, 
the important reason for its success be- 
ing that the inside employes are thor- 
oughly inbued with the necessity of get- 
ting more business and lively competition 
between individuals and departments has 
developed. 


Examiners, assistant examiners and 
map clerks are encouraged to study 
every line which comes across their 


desks for the possibilities of getting addi- 
tional business. Credit for any business 
which develops belongs to the employe 
who first spots the possibility. Three 
blanks are used, one for new lines, one 
for cancellations and nonrenewals and 
one for notification of expirations. The 
proper blank is sent to the field man by 
the examiner, assistant examiner or map 
clerk who finds or thinks he finds a lead.

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ment have access to physical and finan- 
cial information about every risk and 
consequently should be able to visualize 
the complete insurance needs of the as- 
sured. When a new line comes into the 
office, the field man is notified of the 
essential facts, together with information 
as to the company’s capacity, if the line 
is written for less than this, and sug- 
gestions for further business. For ex- 
ample, if the new line is for fire insur- 
ance only and is for a small fraction of 
the value, the field man is told how much 
the company can write and inquiry is 
made as to extended coverage and other 
lines. From the credit report, the ex- 
aminer can frequently make a suggestion 
regarding use and occupancy insurance 
and allied lines. 

A notice sent out 60 days in advance 
of expiration indicates facts regarding 
the present line, together with informa- 
tion on the company’s capacity, sugges- 
tions that the company might write the 
entire business, that other business 
might be carried, etc. For example, in- 
formation was recently sent to one field 
man regarding expiration of a small ex- 
plosion line. The examiner informed the 
field man the company had capacity to 
carry a complete fire and extended cov- 
erage line and that the assured might 
as well have everything in the same 
policy. He got the entire line. 

Follow Up Lapses 

Similarly, cancellations and  non- 
renewals are sent to the field man, with 
a request for a reason. Where the busi- 
ness cannot be saved and the line ap- 


pears worth going after, the examiner | 


retains a record and notifies the field 
man at the expiration date of the new 
insurance. Frequently, an assured may 
have to change for busines or personal 
reasons, or an agent may have to write 
it in another company for some reason. 
This .condition may not exist when the 
replacing policy expires and several lines 
have been recaptured because of these 
followups. Likewise, where the can- 
cellation is put through because of a re- 
duction in stock values, an inquiry at the 
anniversary of the inception of the old 
policy has some times resulted in the 
company getting the additional insurance 
for the next year’s peak season. 

In practice, assistant examiners and 
map clerks are now furnishing most of 
the leads and examiners have complained 
that most of the prospects are snapped 
up before the lines reach their desks. 
Standings are posted every month. No 
rewards are paid, but the competitive 
spirit of the inside employes have made 
them unnecessary. Field men are fol- 
lowed up and failure to respond to in- 
quiries is promptly called to their atten- 
tion. , 

It is interesting to note that this com- 
pany has not adopted the practice of 
filling field vacancies from the ranks of 
examiners and assistant examiners, so 
desire to become a field man cannot play 
much of a part in stimulating examiners 
to sales work. The men on the inside 
have simply been convinced that a flow 
of new premiums is essential for their

Diversity of Terms Is 
Concomitant of Line in 
Experimental Stage 


An interesting discussion on various 
phases of hospitalization insurance was 
given at the annual meeting of the 
American Institute of Actuaries—a life 
insurance organization—in Chicago. 

A paper that had been prepared by 
G. W. Fitzhugh of Metropolitan Life 
on hospitalization insurance was read. 
He said that group hospitalization poli- 
were first written in conjunction 
with group life or group accident and 
health lines. Now the experience has 
proved satisfactory and the business 
can be written independently for se- 
lected groups. Group hospitalization is 
excess of workmen’s compensation and 
occupational diseases coverage. It does 
not, protect those over age 70. In 1938, 
he said, Metropolitan Life started issu- 
ing group surgical operation benefits 
only in connection with group hospital 
or group accident and health. When 
the operation is performed on an out 
patient, the maximum reimbursement is 
reduced by one-half. 

The coverage can be extended to in- 
clude dependent wives and unmarried 
children of ages three to 18. Until re- 
cently this coverage could not be ex- 
tended to dependents on account of sta- 
tutory considerations, but the laws are 
being changed in a number of states 
and by the end of the legislative sea- 
son, Mr. Fitzhugh said that the business 
can be written on this basis generally. 
The laws in these states, for instance, 
are being amended: California, New 
Jersey, Massachusetts, Michigan, Min- 
nesota, New York, Pennsylvania, West 
Virginia and Wisconsin. 

Mr. Fitzhugh estimated that between 
3,000,000 and 4,000,000 persons are cov- 
ered under community hospital plans. 
Many of these applied for the coverage 
on their own initiative. The number 
covered for hospitalization under 
group plans is estimated at about 500,- 
000 and the expectation is that this fig- 
ure will reach 1,000,000 by the end of 
this year. There is much demand for 
this coverage and the group writing 
companies are prepared to meet the 
demand, according to Mr. Fitzhugh.

K. B. Piper, Provident Life & Acci- 
dent, said that the interest in hospitali- 
zation insurance is due to the current 
emphasis on cooperative enterprise, be- 
cause the financial problems of hospitals 
have become intensified and because the 
fear of hospitals on the part of the pub- 
lic generally is less than it used to be.

Holds Personal 
Property, Fire 
Insurance Differ 


Illinois Hearing Weighs 
Also Auto and 
Hospital Issues 


An opinion that membership in both 
the Chicago Board and Illinois House- 
holders Personal Property Floater Rat- 
ing Bureau does not constitute a viola- 
tion of the insurance code provision 
against a company belonging to more 
than one bureau that promulgates rates 
for the same property was given to a 
senate committee by Frank Young of the 
Illinois department, at a hearing in 
Springfield the other day. 


Mr. Young had been asked at a pre- 
vious hearing to prepare an opinion on 
this subject. The opinion was to the 
effect that fire insurance and the per- 
sonal property floater are distinctly sep- 
arate forms of coverage. The code in 
two or three places specifically refers 
to the personal property floater, he 
points out, thus indicating that the jeg- 
islature intended to require personal 
property floaters to come under the rate 
control article. The purpose of the pro- 
vision in the code against duality of 
membership in rating bureaus was to 
prevent a company belonging to two 
or more bureaus promulgating rates for 
the same kind of insurance, thereby per- 
mitting the company to use whatever 
rates suited its convenience. 


Contends Contract Differs 


Mr. Young ‘contends in his opinion 
that the personal property floater is ac- 
cording to the custom and understand- 
ing of the insurance world, different 
from fire insurance. Mr. Young went 
on to eulogize the personal property 
floater, saying that the policyholder is 
in a much better position with a single 
policy in the event of loss if he is un- 
able to prove the circumstances sur- 
rounding the loss. There is no question 
as to what the policy covers because of 
its comprehensive assumption of all 
risks. It is not necessary to establish 
the cause or location of the loss. 

Senator Keane announced that his bill 
providing that the personal property 
floater shall be defined as fire insurance 
in the rating law is being called up for 
passage this week. 

The resolution under which the sen- 
ate committee is operating gives it much 
latitude and at the same hearing con- 
sideration was given to the automobile 
rate situation and to hospitalization in- 
surance. 


Thomas Cass Appears

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Great Lakes 
Casualty Simplities 
Liability Contract 


Great Lakes Casualty of Detroit, 
which has been making some interesting 
departures in the direction of providing 
more simplified and comprehensive gen- 


eral public liability insurance, has re- 
vised its policy form in a number of 
particulars. The form now consists of 


four general parts—insuring agreements, 
exclusions, conditions, statements. This 
new setup, the management believes, is 
much more clear cut and a more logical 
manner of presentation. 

The exclusion paragraph is prom- 
inently displayed rather than being sub- 
merged as a part of the general con- 
ditions of the policy. 

The language of the contract has been 
clarified so as to be more easily read 
and more understandable to the agent 
and purchaser. 


Insuring Agreement 


The language of the insuring agree- 
ment has been simplified. Instead of the 
various items of coverage being enumer- 
ated as heretofore, Great Lakes now 
covers in one simple insuring agreement 
paragraph all liability of the insured “im- 
posed by law or by written contract.” 
Instead of covering only bodily injuries 


or death, the new policy now covers 
“bodily injury, disease or illness, includ- 
ing death at any time resulting there- 


from.” In the insuring agreement it is 
nw clearly specified that if the named 
insured is a corporation or a partnership, 
coverage automatically includes the ex- 
ecutive officers, or partners, respectively, 
in their capacities as such. 

The new policy provides for payment 
of all premiums on bonds to release at- 
tachments and all premiums on appeal 
bonds. 

A separate paragraph now specifically 
sets forth that the policy coverage ap- 
plies anywhere within the United States 
and North America (exclusive of Alaska) 
or the Dominion of Canada. 

Under the exclusion the old form 
contained four items—licensed automo- 
biles, aircraft, watercraft and workmen’s 
conipensation. The new exclusion para- 
graph excludes only licensed automv- 
biles, aircraft, and compensation. Cov- 
erage on watercraft is now automatically 
included. 

The new policy can now be written 
either on a flat premium or an audit 
basis or a combination of both. 

The new policy will continue to have 
a special paragraph under which the 
company agrees that a breach of war- 
ranty under the policy will not cause a 
voiding of the entire contract. “If the 
insured shall breach any provision of 
this policy, there shall be no coverage as 
to the particular claim in connection 
with which the breach occurred.” 


Explain New Auto Rates 

MINNEAPOLIS — The _ Travelers 
has been holding a series of regional 
meetings at Mankato, Blue Earth, St. 
Cloud and Moorhead, Minn., Fargo and 
Grand Forks, N. D., to acquaint agents 
with the new automobile rates. 

The St. Paul branch also held a meet- 
ing for agents in its territory, includ- 
ing southeastern Minnesota and part of 
Wisconsin. 

Most of the non-bureau companies 
have now filed their new rates but none 
has been approved by the insurance de- 
partment.

Few Pushing Bureau 
Hospital Policies 


NEW YORK—There are a few of 
the companies that are issuing the new 
hospitalization forms of the Bureau of 
Personal Accident & Health Underwrit- 
ers which expect to put on a_ fair 
amount of this business, but they are 
decidedly in the minority. The gen- 
eral attitude toward the new forms 
seems to be that they give the com- 
pany an opportunity to say to the 
agent: “You have been asking for a 
hospitalization policy. Here it is.” If 
there are any agents who are interested 
in pushing the new form, they are told 
to go to it. If not, it doesn’t make 
much difference. 

The manager of the 
health department of 
group, however, 


accident and 
one company 
believes that the new 
forms should increase the production 
of accident business. He is advising all 
of his agents to present a program of 
complete protection, including both the 
regular accident policy and the new ill- 
ness expense or hospitalization form. 
If the prospect says that the complete 
program is too expensive, it is sug- 
gested that he take part of the pro- 
gram now and round out the program 
later on, possibly in another year. If 
he wants to buy the illness expense pro- 
tection first, he is told that it can be 
sold only where the policyholder is al- 
ready carrying accident insurance and 
the agent suggests that if he buys the 
accident policy now, he can make the 
hospitalization coverage the second part 
of his program. 

By thus instilling the desire for the 
complete protection program, it is be- 
lieved that there will be a materially 
augmented sale of accident insurance at 
this time, with most of the returns on 
the hospitalization form coming in 
about a year hence, if the agent follows 
up his prospects on that basis.

Illinois Comuaiiies 
O. K.’s Commission 
Measure 


The Illinois house insurance committee 
has recommended for passage house bill 
1087 known as the Boyle-Topping bill 
which prohibits two or more companies 
transacting casualty or surety business 
from entering into an agreement for 
fixed rate of commission payable to an 
agent or broker. It is stated that it 
may pass to second reading this week. 
This bill was introduced following the 
action of the casualty and fidelity and 
surety acquisition cost conferences in 
arranging for a Chicago program. This 
bill seemingly has gained considerable 
support. 


Question of Auto 
P. L. Coverage 


Question—Which of the following 
automobile bodily injury policies would 
be liable for an accident of this kind? 

The wife got out of the insured car 
to direct her husband (the assured) over 
a bad place in the road. The husband 
lost control of the car and it ran up an 
embankment and over his wife sending 
her to the hospital for some weeks. 

1. Policy A contains this clause: “This 
company will not be liable for said in- 
juries to immediate members of as- 
sured’s household.” 

2. Policy B reads: “This agreement 
shall exclude any obligation of this com- 
pany; under coverage for bodily 
injury to or death to any member 
of the assured’s family, while an occu- 
pant of the insured automobile.” 

3. Policy C contains neither of the 
above provisions, nor does it exclude 
from coverage members of assured’s 
family. 

The answer to the above 
much interest to us and we 
many other agents. 

Answer—In your problem, you state 
that the assured’s wife got out of the 
automobile to direct her husband over 
a bad place in the road and that the 
husband lost control of the automobile 
and injured her. 

Under policy A which denies liability 
for injuries to “immediate members of 
assured’s household,” there should be 
no coverage. Certainly the wife comes 
under this classification. 

Under policy B, excluding liability for 
bodily injury or death “to any member 
of the assured’s family while an occu- 
pant of the insured automobile,” we 
believe this accident would be covered. 
Technically, the wife was not an occu- 
pant of the automobile at the time of 
the accident and we believe any court 
would construe this exclusion strictly 
against the company. 

Under policy C, which contains 
neither of the above provisions, nor any 
exclusion of liability to members of the 
assured’s family, there is no reason why 
this accident could not be covered. This 
would be the situation under the 
standard policy used by the stock and 
mutual association companies and also 
by a large number of unaffiliated car- 
riers, under either the original edition 
or the recent revision. 

The actual liability of the assured to 
his wife under these circumstances, of 
course, is not considered here. While 
we believe the last two policies would 
cover this accident, the assured would 
have to be liable before the company 
would be liable. There is considerable 
variation in the laws of the different 
states as to the liability of the motorist 
under these circumstances.

LEGISLATION 


Michigan—An important change in 
the workmen’s compensation act was 
passed by the legislature, giving the su- 
preme court the right to consider ap- 
peals from decisions of the compensa- 
tion commission on the basis of the 
weight of evidence, and to reverse an 
award, if it is deemed to be against the 
weight of evidence presented. 

California—The bill passed by the leg- 
islature, providing for group disability 
insurance for groups on 10 or more em- 
ployes, has become a law without the 
signature of Governor Olson. ‘The in- 
surance commissioner after a_ hearing 
and on or before Jan. 1, 1940, must pro- 
mulgate the rules and regulations and 
the forms for the coverage. 

Ohio—Governor Bricker has signed 
an emergency measure, effective imme- 
diately, bringing all occupational dis- 
eases within the scope of the workmen’s 
compensation act, which formerly spe- 
cified compensable maladies. Enact- 
ment of the law resulted from a recent 
Ohio supreme court decision that an 
employe could sue his employer for 
damages from an occupational disease 
not covered by workmen’s compensa- 
tion. 

New MHampshire—The unfavorably 
reported bill of the judiciary committee 
which would have created a three man 
board to pass on claims under the work- 
men’s compensation act, has been re- 
committed to the committee for further 
study. It provided that the attorney 
general, labor commissioner and insur- 
ance commissioner should serve on the 
board at $8 a day and expenses, and 
also increased the maximum benefit in 
fatal cases from $4,500 to $5,400. 

Wisconsin—Governor Heil has signed 
the group hospitalization bill authoriz- 
ing the creation of non-profit associa- 
tions to extend hospital care to low in- 
come groups.

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Surety Men Pleased 
Over Premium Gain 


Some Irritation Caused 
by PWA Provision 
on Contract Bonds 


Surety men are pleased over the sub- 
stantial increase in premiums in 1938 
compared to the declines in the major 
casualty lines. The vast amount of Pub- 
lic Works Administration construction 
is responsible for the favorable gain. 

Under the PWA requirements the 
contractor is free to secure contract 
bonds from any agent he wishes and 
there are no political strings such as is 
common on ordinary municipal public 
works. When an out of town contractor 
is awarded a PWA job he is able to 
place the contract bond with his regular 
agent in his home city. This has tended 
to irritate agents in the smaller cities 
where contracts have been let to big 
city contractors. The agent in the city 
in which the contract is let may have 
been working on the bond and doing the 
preliminary contact work among local 
contractors. He is then put out because 
he does not receive the business. 


Must Be Neutral 


Occasionally the same company is 
represented by the contractor’s own 
agent and the agent in the town in which 
the construction is done. This means 
that the company cannot take sides but 
must maintain a strictly neutral attitude. 
Some of the agents are broadminded 
about this, while others make the situa- 
tion unpleasant by unfairly criticising 
the company for taking business away 
from them and allowing an out of town 
local agent to secure it. 

This out of town vs. resident agent 
situation used to arise in municipal con- 
struction but usually some agent has 
enough influence to get the municipal 
authorities to require a bond issued by 
a local agent. The PWA is strict in 
prohibiting such a plan. 


Looks at Good Points 


One local agent who has lost a con- 
siderable amount of business in this way 
looks at the situation rather philosoph- 
ically. He appreciates the fact that the 
PWA, by putting up part of the money 
for the construction, is keeping local 
taxes down and that the money is going 
to local workmen who will have in- 
creased earning power and thus increase 
insurance premium possibilities in the 
community. 

One manager characterizes the PWA 
provision as a forward step in the con- 
tract bond business as politics has played 
too important a part in the surety bond 
business in the past. He feels that the 
agent who is serving the contractor reg- 
ularly should be permitted to have the 
business as that agent is the one who 
does all the real work. There is plenty 
of opportunity to render service which 
entitles the agent to the premium and 
usually the local man’s only argument 
for securing the business from an out 
of town contractor is that he is a resi- 
dent of the community and pays taxes. 
The PWA provision has eliminated a 
great deal of the squabble and turmoil 
which has characterized the contract 
bond business in the past, according to 
this manager. 


N. Y. Attorney Pleads Guilty 


NEW YORK.—Elias Garrow, an at- 
torney of this city and alleged to head 
a well organized fake injury gang, 
pleaded guilty in the federal court to 
mail fraud and conspiracy indictments 
which grew out of a federal investiga- 
tion of the racket. Activities of the 
gang with which Garrow was connected 
are reputed to have cost insurance car- 
riers heavily through the payment of 
fraudulent claims,

Allstate Meets Setback in 
Indiana Court Fight 


The application of Allstate of Chi- 
cago for a temporary writ restraining 
Commissioner Newbauer of Indiana 
from enforcing his order fixing 20 per- 
cent as the maximum which casualty 
companies may discount the automobile 
liability rate has been denied by Federal 
Judge Baltzell at Indianapolis. How- 
ever, Judge Baltzell and two other fed- 
eral judges on June 10 will hear the 
Allstate petition for an interlocutory 
injunction to restrain enforcement of the 
order. Allstate desires to sell automo- 
bile P. L. and P. D. in Indiana at 30 
percent below the manual rates. 


ANALYZE MICHIGAN SET-UP 


DETROIT—A definite start toward 
analysis of Michigan automobile experi- 
ence to determine a proper basis for 
rates was believed made at the initial 
meeting of a 9-member committee rep- 
resenting the various classes of carriers, 
called together by Commissioner Emery 
with a view to bringing about a reason- 
ably stable rate situation in the state. 

Howard Brown, Detroit Automobile 
Club, is permanent chairman of the 
committee, Ralph Platts, Standard Acci- 
dent, is secretary. 

At the initial meeting of the commit- 
tee expressions were made to the effect 
that a 20 per cent reduction from the 
manual rates might be considered “reas- 
Snable.” It was decided to name a 
subcommittee to study Michigan experi- 
ence. It consists of Mr. Brown and J. 

Horton, Aetna Casualty, J. M. Fer- 
ris, St. Paul-Mercury Indemnity, and C. 
B. Birch, Michigan Mutual Liability. 
The full committee will meet again July 
10. 

Other members of the full committee 
are J. R. Otto, Auto-Owners; W. R. 
Robb, Citizens Mutual Auto; W. R. 
Mengelberg, Lumbermen’s Mutual Cas- 
ualty, and Edwin Gissing, Detroit. 


Legal & General Active in U. S. 


Although London Lloyds is regarded 
as the institution that does the largest 
business in this country without being 
regularly licensed (except in Kentucky 
and Illinois), Legal & General, one of 
the important British companies, gets a 
large volume of business from the 
United States. It is not licensed here, 
but its premiums in this country are said 
to amount to about $10,000,000 a year. 
Its United States operations are super- 
vised from Montreal. It writes a good 
deal of coal mine business and provides 
a variety of excess propositions. 
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Liabililty Case Was 
in Illinois Courts 
for Twenty Years 


An exceptional case in the Chicago 
courts emphasizes the need for forth- 
right, dependable liability insurance. 
Judge Sabbath effected a settlement this 
week in the oldest personal injury suit 
pending in the county court at Chicago. 
Suit was brought 20 years ago against 
the Chicago City Railway Company by 
parents of Lillian Spencer, who was then 
two years old and whose left foot was 
injured when she was knocked down by 
a street car, May 3, 1918. In 1919, a 
lower court gave a verdict awarding $5,- 
000. The decision was reversed in 1921 
bv the Illinois appellate court. It was 
carried to the Illinois supreme court and 
there rested for 16 years before a new 
trial was ordered. Lillian Spencer is 
now 23 years of age. Her mother and 
representatives of the street car lines 
agreed in Judge Sabbath’s court for a 
settlement of $3,500. The attorney for 
Miss Spencer stated that the cost of ap- 
pealing the case was $500. Of this, $300 
was paid by the Spencers and the rest 
by the street car lines. The Spencers 
now live in LaCrosse, Wis. 


Chicago Court’s Demand Is 
Disturbing Underwriters 


Request of Chief Justice Sonsteby of 
the Chicago municipal court this week 
for reports from surety companies on 
the status of all bonds signed on cases 
in the court, and for filing a petition and 
certificate of compliance by July 1, 
caused a special meeting of the Surety 
Underwriters Association Wednesday to 
discuss the matter. A committee was 
appointed to confer with the judge, who 
has made a similar demand several times 
in past years, it was said. 

Surety managers consider that to 
comply would be burdensome and more 
costly than most of the bonds warrant. 
These are largely indemnity and reple- 
vin bonds, sold for a single premium 
running for an indeterminate term until 
the case is closed. There is no element 
of renewal of the bond, or payment of 
any additional premium, so the compa- 
nies are not vitally concerned about the 
expiration date. 

Judge Sonsteby requires that finan- 
cial statements, powers-of-attorney and 
cards bearing signatures of persons au- 
thorized to sign bonds be filed. He also 
asks a letter advising Joseph L. Gill, 
the court clerk, whenever a bond is exe- 
cuted in the court, giving the number and 
amount of the bond, name and address 
of principal, the case number and title, 
and also a letter notifying when liability 
on a bond terminates. Justice Sonsteby 
states he wants to know at all times the 
amount of bonds in the court for which 
each company is liable. To supply the 
information, surety men say, would re- 
quire a check of the records over seven 
years.

Travelers has capitalized on the cur- 
rent craze for quizzes as exemplified by 
the many popular magazine features 
and radio programs by publishing “The 
Travelers Quiz.” 

“The Travelers Quiz,” like the recent 
booklet “Lest We Regret,” is centered 
about the problem of highway safety, 
and is predicated on the idea that the 
learning of safe driving and walking 
habits can be made interesting and en- 
tertaining. 

It is published in the form of a 16- 
page booklet and is comprised of 35 
questions divided into topical divisions. 
Answers to the entire quiz are sealed in 
the back portion of the pamphlet, and 
a cartoon figure of a professor warns 
the quizee that it is “no fair peeking.” 
The 35 questions are grouped topically 
under the headings, “Facts About Acci- 
dents,” “Traffic Rules and Regulations,” 
“Physical Laws,” “Expert Driving,” and 
“General Questions.” Mingled with the 
lessons embodied in the questions are 
numerous flashes of humor, and cartoon 
illustrations bring home the complacent 
foolishness common to so many of 
those who consider themselves good 
drivers. 

“The Travelers Quiz” 
popular “Fun With Facts,” published in 
1937, and “What’s Wrong with These 
Drivers and Pedestrians?”, published in 
1936. More than a million and a half 
copies of “Fun With Facts” have been 
distributed. and 1,100,000 of the “What's 
Wrong—?” pictures found their way 
into the hands of the public.

Bartels Criticizes Claim Agents 


Claim adjusters for insurance compa- 
nies were roundly criticized by G. R. 
3artels, special investigator for the 
states attorney’s office, before the Insur- 
ance Club of Chicago.

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pany. At a previous hearing of the 
committee the suspicion was thrown out 
by Senator T. E. Keane that H. A. 
Miller, formerly assistant western man- 
ager of the North America, was doing 
his former associates a special favor by 
approving the Indemnity Company’s 
rating plan. Indemnity Company in IIl- 
inois has reduced the initial rate on 
privately owned cars 25 percent below 
manual and pays a no claims bonus of 
10 percent the first year, 15 percent the 
second and 20 percent the third. Mr. 
Cass reviewed the origin of the proced- 
ure and traced its record and finally 
there was inserted in the record a state- 
ment that no reflection was intended 
upon Mr. Miller or the North America. 


Question of Rebates 


The resolution under which the com- 
mittee is operating was originally word- 
ed to provide for an investigation of 
alleged “rebates” being given by the 
Chicago Board. Just what the author of 
that resolution had in mind, no one 
seems to be able to divine. Senator Con- 
nors asked Robert M. Cunningham, 
vice-president of Marsh & McLennan 
and president of the Chicago Board, 
whether the board was giving rebates 
to utility companies. Mr. Cunningham 
replied that it did not. Connors re- 
quested Mr. Cunningham .to produce 
certified copies of last year’s accounts 
with Commonwealth Edison Company, 
Publié Service Company of Northern 
Illinois and Western United Gas & 
Electric Co. 

The insurance investigating commit- 
tee held a short session Tuesday eve- 
ning of this week. Jay S. Glidden, 
manager of the Chicago Board, attended. 
Mr. Cunningham had submitted certain 
records regarding relations with the 
three utility companies but Senator 
Connors complained that these were in- 
adequate and he announced that he will 
re-request the information. 

On the hospitalization question, a 
statement that had been prepared by 
Dr. C. Rufus Rorem of the American 
Hospital Association was read. Five 
hospital plans in Illinois have been fully 
approved by the American Hospital 
Association, he said. These are the Plan 
for Hospital Care, operated by the Hos- 
pital Service Corporation of Chicago; 
Central Illinois Hospital Service Asso- 
ciation, Peoria; Decatur Hospital Serv- 
ice Association, Decatur; Associated 
Hospitals of Danville and Group Hos- 
pital Service of Alton. 

Mr. Young advocated that hospital 
associations be placed more completely 
under the control of the Illinois depart- 
ment. At present the department mere- 
ly passes upon rates and contracts. He 
said that the hospital plans should be 
subjected to tests of solvency compar- 
able to those imposed upon accident and 
health companies and they should be 
subject to the liquidation act of the in- 
surance code. They should be required 
to follow the investment provisions ap- 
plicable to insurance companies. F. H. 
Deniston of the Hospital Service Cor- 
poration of Chicago was on the stand 
for a while. 

On Tuesday of this week a bill to 
place hospitalization associations under 
full jurisdiction of the Illinois depart- 
ment was introduced in the senate by 
members of the insurance committee as 
a group. The bill is sanctioned by the 
department and by Mr. Rorem. 

Leo Crowley of Peoria presented a 
resolution in the lower house of the TIli- 
nois legislature for appointment of a 
committee of five to investigate charges 
that the department is forcing a num- 
ber of automobile insurance companies 
into bankruptcy. The resolution refers 
to the fact that the department seeks 


to have centralized reporting of auto- 
mobile experience with the National 
Bureau of Casualty & Susety Under- 





writers as the agency. Then the reso- 
lution complains that the department 
approved the recent National Bureau 
filing which precipitated a rate war in 
the field. Insurance Director Palmer, 
the resolution charges, is “instigator” of 
a rate war. Crowley has had it in for 
Palmer for some time. 





Life Actuaries Take 
Up Hospital Cover 
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surgical benefits. The hospitalization 
policy embraces a bewildering array o 

waiting periods. The underwriting of 
female risks is uncertain and many dif- 
ferent schemes are being employed. 
Many will not write housewives. Provi- 
‘dent Life & Accident will consider a 
housewife, if the husband is insured and 
the daily benefits are cut from $5 to $4. 

The group hospitalization contracts 
contain many variations. There is great 
diversity in the needs of various com- 
munities and the plan should be made 
to fit the requirements. 

The earlier elaborate operation sched- 
ules were found to be unsatisfactory and 
broader classifications are now being 
used. The schedule of benefits seems 
to have a bearing on the extent of the 
risk. A high schedule seems to breed 
expensive operations. There seems to 
be an appeal to those who enjoy bad 
health. “To cut or not to cut,” he 
said, “may be decided by the schedule of 
operation benefits.” 

Mr. Piper said that group rates can- 
not be fixed for schedules providing as 
high as $150 for common operations. 
Seventy- five dollars will usually relieve 
the assured of his financial obligation. 

Diversity, he said, is a necessary char- 
acteristic of a line that is still in an ex- 
perimental stage. Eventually, he pre- 
dicted, there will be a smaller number 
of more or less standardized coverages. 
Many of the present plans simply can- 
not be continued, he declared. 


Confederation Life Experience 


G. G. Myer, Confederation Life, said 
his company wrote its first group hos- 
pitalization contract in 1934. It con- 
tained a daily benefit of $3 which was 
an indemnity provision. That proved to 
be too rigid and in 1935 varying benefits 
of $2 to $4 were introduced. The maxi- 
mum is now $6. In_1934 the limit of 
benefit was 67 days. It is nowa choice 
between 31 days and 70 days. The re- 
imbursement basis proved to be un- 
popular and now a fixed benefit is pro- 
vided. Now rates are quoted for de- 
pendents and they are quite steep, he 
said. A flat rate is charged regardless 
of the number of children. There is a 
limit placed on the amount that an em- 
ploye can contribute. 

There were no surgical benefits of- 
fered at first, but they are now offered 
on an indemnity basis. He expressed 
the opinion that the surgeons will proba- 
bly charge the maximum if they know 
that such coverage exists. 

In 1934 the premium ranged from 50 
cents a month to $1 where the group 
was 100 percent female. The same mini- 
mum rates apply today, but the cov- 
erage runs for 70 days, the business is 
graded lower and the occupational, fe- 
male and dependent rates have been re- 
duced. The experience of Confedera- 
tion Life has been satisfactory with 
claims about one-half of the gross 
premiums. However, he said much of 
the business is in its first year and many 
of those covered are not yet fully 
claims conscious. 

There is a demand for medical fee 
coverage, but this he predicted could not 
be offered. There is always the danger 
of unnecessary charges. The cost would 
probably prove to be prohibitive. 

A cooperative organization in To- 
ronto, he said, provides medical fee and 
hospitalization and surgical benefits but 
the charge is $6.50 monthly for a family 
of four. 

Steps aré being taken to liberalize the 





benefits and reduce the rates. He 
warned against permitting unsound 
practices to creep in.

SEATTLE, WASH.—Weldon John- 
son, with Eagle Indemnity, Globe In- 
demnity and Royal Indemnity at San 
Francisco, has been transferred to Seat- 
tle to serve agents in that field. 


Baseball Arrangements Made 

CINCINNATI—Finding it impos- 
sible to hold a meeting of the Cincinnati 
Casualty & Surety Association and get 
an attendance when the Cincinnati Reds 
play, the officers decided to hold their 
meeting next week an hour before the 
game starts. After the meeting a radio 
broadcast of the game will be provided 
for those attending. 

One problem confronting the associa- 
tion has been the diversity of interests 
as membership is made up of the four 
distinct groups of conference agents and 
managers, and non-conference agents 
and managers. Controversies easily de- 
velop. The next meeting will be held 
June 12. 


Mississippi Gets Reduction 


The new private passenger automobile 
rating plan of the National Bureau of 
Casualty & Surety Underwriters has 
been put in force in Mississippi, retro- 
active to May 15. Policies written be- 
tween April 1 and May 15 may be en- 
dorsed or canceled and rewritten to take 
advantage of the new rates. The safe 
driver reward plan is still not effective 
in Mississippi. 











Urges Reporting of Accidents 


COLUMBUS, O.—“There are still 
numerous fleet owners who do not see 
the value that a properly designed and 
recorded accident report contributes to- 
ward further reduction of accidents,” H. 
O. Wuelfing, supervising fleet engineer 
of the Travelers told the Ohio Safety 
Congress here. Accident reports are 
important because such facts furnish a 
wealth of information, study of which 
will provide the necessary material to 
formulate means of preventing repeti- 
tion.

Interest in Sale of 
Its Life Business 


Fire and casualty men were interested 
in the announcement that the Central 
Manufacturers Mutual Fire of Van 
Wert, O., people had sold their life in- 
surance company, the General Mutual 
Life, to the Central Life of Des Moines. 
The Central Manufacturers Mutual had 
a theory in the organization of its life 
company which has proved incorrect. 

The experience of the Central Manu- 
facturers Mutual people with its life 
company seems to bear out the experi- 
ence that has been encountered with 
other similar enterprises in late years. 
The management of the Central Manu- 
facturers acknowledges that at the time 
the General Mutual Life was organized 
it was thought that the fire local agents 
could be utilized to produce life insur- 
ance but it has discovered that they do 
not produce a sufficient amount to war- 
rant continuation. Similarly the man- 
agement finds that life agents are not 
strong producers of fire and casualty 
insurance. 

The Western & Southern Life of 
Cincinnati carried on the Western & 
Southern Indemnity and Western & 
Southern Fire which it gave up later 
on after encountering heavy losses. The 
Western & Southern Life is a very 
successful life insurance institution but 
its officials were not versed in fire and 
casualty insurance. Sears, Roebuck & 
Co., which is operating successfully the 
Allstate Insurance Company and All- 
state Fire operated the Hercules Life. 
It gave up its life insurance department 
because it found that it was not suc- 
cessful in selling life insurance through 
catalogue and department stores, 
Exceptions Are Found 

There are exceptions, of course, to 
the general rule. The Continental Cas- 
ualty of Chicago has as its running 
mate the Continental Assurance, which 
is very successful. H. A. Behrens, chair- 
man of the board of the Continental 
Casualty and president of the Conti- 
nental Assurance, is just as well versed 
in life insurance as casualty. Primarily 
he was a life insurance man. Then he 
took on the casualty business. Con: 
tinental Casualty field men produce life 
insurance and yet the Contineatai As- 
surance has in addition its own corps 
of agents. 

Of course one may go to Hartford 
and find an outstanding example of an 
exceedingly successful administration 
of fire and casualty companies on one 


side and life on the other with the 
Aetna Life and the Travelers. How: 
ever, these companies were started 


years ago. Each has its own field force. 
The administration is sharply divided 
except the general officials. The Hart- 
ford companies got their roots sunk 
deeply into the soil a long time aga. 
Even now with the Illinois insurance 
code prohibiting the casualty or fire 
companies from writing life insurance 
there will undoubtedly be an unscramb- 
ling. The Aetna Casualty & Surety is 
gradually taking over the casualty busi- 
ness of the Aetna Life.

Pink Proposes 
Examination Setup 


(CONTINUED FROM PAGE 3) 
zone chairman would select one state 
to send one qualified examiner to repre- 
sent the zone. 

Every examination would be in charge 
of an examiner-in-chief, designated by 
the domiciliary commissioner. 

The examiners participating, under 
the plan, would be limited to those offi- 
cially connected with insurance depart- 
ments and who are paid on an annual or 
other comparable basis from a legislative 
appropriation for the support of govern- 
ment. If a state does not have a civil 
service or regularly employed examiner 
and is employing outsiders or agencies 
for examination purposes, the outsiders 
must be competent and experienced in- 
surance examiners that are regularly 
employed by the department. 


Compensation Is Specified 


The compensation to be allowed by 
an examiner shall not exceed $15 per 
day. If he is employed on an annual 
salary basis, his daily compensation shall 
not exceed that which is prorata of his 
annual salary. The $15 maximum would 
not apply to a life insurance actuary who 
is a member of a recognized actuarial 
society. He may get as much as $25 
a day. 

The sustenance charge of examiners 
shall not exceed $6 in cities of 50,000 
or less, $7 in cities of 50,000 to 500,000 
and $8 in cities of more than 500,000. 
The railroad transportation charge shall 
not exceed the regular railroad fare plus 
Pullman accommodations. Acceptable 
vouchers for hotel accommodations and 
Pullman accommodations shall be sub- 
mitted.

Wooden Leg, 14 “Accidents” 
Nets Claimant $50, Jail 





A wooden leg and unbounded ca- 
pacity for getting into mythical acci- 
dents, which brought George E. Strope, 
of Albany, N. Y., about $50 from 14 
claims against insurance companies, has 
just netted him a sentence of not less 
than four years in Clinton Prison, Dan- 
nemora, N. Y., after his plea of guilty 
to forgery in the second degree. 

The story of the artificial leg, made 
public by the claims bureau of the As- 
sociation of Casualty and Surety Ex- 
ecutives, reveals an amazing fraud 
which began two years ago and yielded 
but trivial financial gain. In no claim 
did Strope get over $5; his average was 
only about $3.75. 

Strope, who is about 46 years old, 
started his string of claims adventures 
on Jan. 14, 1937, when he alleged that 
his “wooden leg had been damaged in 
trying to get out of the way of a truck. 
There followed a series of “accidents” 
on buses and in office buildings and 
stores, 

Recently (March 15) he slipped and 
fell on a sidewalk in Albany. His story 
was that he was on his way to John 
Vogel, Inc., one of the places against 
which he had presented a claim previ- 
ously, to apply for a job as night watch- 
man. He sought remuneration for al- 
leged damages to his wooden leg in or- 
der that he might recondition it and 
resume his search for work. 

When arrested Strope asserted that 
at least one of his claims was legitimate, 
but admitted that many of the payments 
he had received were not. He has a 
record showing arrests for petit lar- 
ceny, grand larceny and non-support.

Insurance Must Be Sold; 
Bank Can't Give It Away 





BOSTON—One well known Boston 
national bank has been convinced in- 
surance has to be sold, and cannot even 
be given away. The bank decided to 
inaugurate a savings department and of- 
fered free to every new depositor a low 
priced accident policy. 

Later the bank officials concluded it 
was unfair to their 6,000 regular cus- 
tomers not to make the same offer to 
those with standing accounts. Accord- 
ingly a blank form was prepared and 
sent out, which very briefly asked if the 
depositor was in good health and eligible 
to apply for such policy, asking them 
to sign the card and return it and offer- 
ing to send every such person an ac- 
cident policy good for one year, free of 
charge. 

Three months after the offer had been 
made only 11 replies had been received 
from the 6,000 depositors. The bank 
officials have developed a very high 
respect for the place of the agent in the 
insurance field. 





sales kit has been distributed country- 
wide, providing information in various 
sections for the agent and broker, the 
employer and the employe. 

Coverage has been broadened to have 
the hospital expense policy apply to 30 
days in any 12 months on any one ill- 
ness or injury and on the medical ex- 
pense policy to 30 doctor’s visits for 
any one illness or injury. The $1 serv- 
ice fee on the medical expense plan has 
been eliminated. Basic features of the 
plan were explained in the April 13 issue 
of THE NATIONAL UNDERWRITER. 





Issues Civic Employes Policy 

The civic employes disability policy 
is a new form issued by the Great 
Northern Life, written for federal, state, 
county and city employes. It will not 
be written on men over 60 or women 
over 50. It is non-prorating, pays full 
benefit for non-confining sickness, pro- 
vides 100 percent coverage on female 
risks and covers disability for “his oc- 
cupation.” Dismemberment payments 
are based on multiples of weekly in- 
demnity. It pays 60 months for total 
accident disability, with two-fifths par- 
tial for three months; eighth day to 12 
months for confining sickness disability 
and full indemnity to one month for 
non-confining. Elective benefits for 
dislocations and fractures are included. 
The first quarterly premium for men, 
ages 18-49, class AAA, for $1,000 prin- 
cipal sum and $100 monthly, first week 
sickness not covered, is $13 and _ re- 





newal $8. The corresponding premi- 
ums for women, 18-49, are $15 and $10. 
A hospital indemnity rider providii. 
benefits up to three months, including 
surgical operations, may be added at 
$2.50 quarterly for each unit of $100 
monthly hospital indemnity and without 
surgical operations at $2 quarterly.

WORKMEN'S COMPENSATION 





Rates Are Reduced 
by N. Y. Revision 


NEW YORK—Under the _ revised 
rates for workmen’s compensation insur- 
ance which become effective July 1, pol- 
icyholders in New York State, Superin- 
tendent Pink states, will save $5,000,000. 
The new figures, prepared by the Com- 
pensation Insurance Rating Board and 
approved by the department, show an 
over-all reduction from existing figures 
of approximately 7 percent, warranted 
by improved experience and a reduction 
in the contingency loading factor. Of 
the classes, 569, or 86 percent, get re- 
duced rates; 73 classifications stand in- 
creases while 22 other classifications re- 
main unchanged. 

Changes will also be made in the loss 
and expense constants. In the contract- 
ing industry the constant has been 
reduced from $43 to $38. The manu- 
facturing constant remains at $30. The 
constant for the “all other industry” 
group is reduced from $26 to $20.

Missouri supreme court General Mc- 
Kittrick took the position that the stock 
fire companies have been collecting ex- 
cess premiums of $1,250,000 per year 
since May, 1935. He is seeking to force 
the companies not only to return the 
$7,190,782 in connection with the fed- 
eral court at Kansas City, but all ex- 
cess premiums collected in any form 
since June 1, 1930, or a total of about 
$13,000,000 in all. 

The rate order by O’Malley in con- 
nection with the compromise gave the 
companies the 80 percent of the 16% 
percent rate increase they had sought 
and made this order retroactive to June 
1, 1930. In addition to the 142 compa- 
nies named as defendants in the McKit- 
trick suit various other companies have 
also been charging the new O’Malley 
rates, including the seventy-four com- 
panies interested in the state court rate 
litigation. 

Perhaps the most baffling and incom- 
prehensible part for outsiders to com- 
prehend is the dominating power of one 
man in the Missouri rate compromise. 
Many people yet believe that C. R. 
Street must have been authorized by 
some committee, officers of some organ- 
ization or a group of officials of large 
companies. If he did confer with any 
such group and tell what he intended 
to do it has never come to light and 
probably if the truth were known out- 
side of A. L. McCormack of St. Louis 
and himself, no insurance man had any 
inkling of the actual facts. As a matter 
of fact, Mr. Street did have a confer- 
ence with some of the leaders in the 
east about the compromise stating that 
in the negotiations it was necessary for 
him to pledge the interested companies 
to pay part of the fees of opposing 
counsel. 

Inasmuch as the state and govern- 
ment had gone to enormous expense in 
prosecuting the cases Mr. Street de- 
clared that the demand was reasonable 
and one which had to be met. This is 
often the case where a compromise is 
reached in litigation. The officials were 
impressed with his presentation and the 
reason given for the 5 percent assess- 
ment levied on them. It is not thought 
for an instant that officials would coun- 
tenance a bribing proposition even if 
they had no qualms, especially where a 
federal court was involved. The hazard 
was too great. Mr. Street’s explanation 
was plausible. Naturally under ordinary 
circumstances companies would not pay 
out so large sums to one person and 
especially a competitor. In 
understand the picture one must have 
known Mr. Street personally, gotten ac- 
quainted with his methods, realizing that 
when he was on a committee he was 
the committee. He was a man of un-

questioned personal probity. There 
would have been no one else in the busi- 
ness that would have inspired the con- 
fidence that Mr. Street did. He always 
stated that in the final disposition of the 
case he would give a detailed account- 
ing. 


ST. LOUIS PROBE STARTED 
ST. LOUIS—A. L. McCormack of 


the Crane agency here, has been sub- 
poenaed to appear before the June grand 
jury of the circuit court for criminal 
causes Thursday. 

The purpose of the grand jury inves- 
tigation is to determine if the statutes 
against the bribery of a public official 
were violated in the alleged transfer here 
of $62,500 to former Superintendent 
O'Malley by McCormack. 

ISSUES PRELIMINARY WRIT 

JEFFERSON CITY, MO.—The Mis- 
souri supreme court June 6 issued a pre- 
liminary writ of ouster against 141 fire 
companies that participated in the com- 
promise. This was the court’s action in 
taking jurisdiction of the quo warranto 
proceedings filed against the companies 
May 29 by Attorney-general McKitt- 
rick. 

The preliminary writ is returnable to 
the court en banc in 30 days, which 
gives the companies a month in which to 
answer McKittrick’s charges. The at- 
torney general intends to ask for a spe- 
cial commissioner to take testimony. 
McKittrick asks return of the approxi- 
mately $8,000,000 which went to the 
companies in the compromise, plus ap- 
proximately $1,250,000 a year which he 
alleges has been collected illegally since 
the compromise. He asks abrogation of 
the rate companies have been charging 
since the compromise and a return to the 
rate ordered in 1922 by Ben Hyde.

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Every Golfer a Prospect 
for Marine, Casualty Cover 





Whether he’s a dub or an expert. al- 
most every golfer is a prospect for a 
golfers’ equipment or a 
policy. The rates are in reach of all 
those who have money to spend on the 
sport regardless of whether they play on 
public fee or private courses. 

Furthermore, it is a game which is 
played by many the year around. Solici- 
tation is not confined to either sex 

Large damages are paid by golfers, 
especially those of means, should they 
while playing be so unfortunate as to 
cause someone to be injured. Theft 
often occurs when golfers stop at some 
eating place on their way to or from a 
course. Fire sometimes destroys a club 
house, with the consequent loss of clubs 
and other equipment. 

Most companies will offer a golfer’s 
equipment policy, which is a marine line. 
Casualty companies will offer liability 
and accident coverage. Multiple line 
companies offer the combination policy. 


Equipment Policy Least Expensive 


The golfers’ equipment is the least ex- 
pensive of the two types of policies, and 
for that reason is the easiest to sell to 
those who do not have the financial 
standing to make them targets for large 
liability suits. 

It principally covers golf bags and golf 
clubs anywhere in the United States or 
Canada on fire and lightning, tornado 
and cyclone, theft of an entire article, 
collision or overturn of a transporting 
vehicle, flood (rising of navigable waters) 
and burglary (with visible evidence of 
forcible entry). 

Excluded are golf balls, infidelity of 
persons to whom insured property is 
entrusted, war, strike, riot, etc. 


Two Kinds of Combination Policies 


There are usually two kinds of golfers’ 
combination policies sold, varying with 
the particular company. One is all-cover 
with personal accident, public liability, 
property damage, and golfers’ equipment 
combined. The other excludes personal 
accident. 

Reason for inclusion of the first three 
coverages is obvious. 

Sometimes golfers are severely injured 
or killed by balls hit by others. Often 
a slice or hook veers off the course into 
a public street or highway, shatters the 
windshield of a passing car and also in- 
juries the occupants. 

For example: A young lady was 
awarded $5,000 damages in a suit against 
the civil service commissioner in a large 
eastern city for injuries sustained when 
a golf ball struck her in the eye. The 
accident occurred when a ball hit by the 
commissioner struck her while she was 
walking along a public street. 

In the all-cover policy, personal acci- 
dent cover usually allows $10,000 for loss 
of life or sight of both eyes, $5,000 for 
the loss of sight of one eye. 

Public liability is limited to $15,000 
for any one person injured and $30,000 
for more than one person injured in the 
same accident. Payment of damage of 
property to others is limited to $1,000, 
and damage or loss of equipment is 
limited to $200. This usually includes 
street clothes left in the club house while 
playing and coverage against breakage 
of clubs in use. 

In policies where the personal acci- 
dent provision is limited, coverage on 
any one person injured or more than

one person injured in the same accident 
is usually limited to $25,000 each. 

On the all cover policy, protection 
may be extended to cover other sports 
through payment of additional premium. 
This includes liability for bodily injuries 
or damage to property to others and 
damage or loss of property on account 
of fire or theft while participating in any 


| of the following sports: 


baseball, basket- 


ball, football. fishing, hockey, polo, 


| cricket, hunting, tennis, bowling, quoits, 
swimming, or any similar sport or game. 


Thus, it can be seen that the agent

of coverage to sell in golfers’ equip- 
ment or combination policies. It affords 
complete protection and the prudent 
will easily recognize that such 
coverage is a desirable necesity rather 
than a luxury. Especially is this true in 
view of the reasonable cost. 

Because of the favorable conditions 
under which this policy is sold, it is a 
good leader for securing other business 
as well. 





Fairs Otfer Opportunities 
for Personal Effects Sales 





With carnival spirit reigning on both 
Atlantic and Pacific coasts because of 
the New York and San Francisco fairs, 
attention might well be paid to personal 
effects cover. Many people will be va- 
cationing at the fairs, or elsewhere. In 
addition, many will be visiting vacation 
spots on week ends regularly through 
the summer. 

A considerable number, who may not 
be interested in the personal property 
floater because of its cost, are prospects 
for this more limited type of cover, Par- 
ticular attention, however, must be paid 
to the exclusions of this policy and these 
must be thoroughly explained to the 
prospect. 

Coverage is provided against practic- 
ally all risks on personal effects which 
are usually carried by tourists and 
travelers and which belong to and are 
used by the assured, his wife, and un- 
married children permanently residing 
together. Included are hats, coats, 
clothing, baggage, sports equipment. 


World-Wide Coverage 


The policy covers loss everywhere 
throughout the world, except at the as- 
sured’s own home, and includes trains, 
busses, automobiles, ships, hotels, res- 
taurants, airplanes and camps. In fact, 
a claim was paid on a suit case and 
its contents which were lost in the mail. 

Contents in auto trailer homes can 
be protected through special endorse- 
ment and payment of an additional pre- 
mium. Everything but permanent, 
built-in equipment and accessories is 
covered, Excluded is loss by marring, 
scratching, atmospheric dampness, me- 
chanical breakdowns, or by electricity 
except from ensuing fire. 

In presenting this type of policy, the 
agent should make clear that loss in an 
unattended automobile is not covered 





unless it is a closed body type of car 
and all parts of it which are lockable 
are securely locked. Any such 
are limited to 10 percent of the amount 
of the policy but in no event to exceed 
$250 on any one loss. 

Cover is limited on jewelry, 
and furs to 10 percent of 
of the policy with a further limitation 
of $100 on any one article. 

Risks for professional entertainers 
must be submitted for binding. 


Additional Coverage by Endorsement 


The assured may secure student risk 
coverage or coverage on additional as- 
sureds through payment of additional 
premiums and addition of endorsements. 

Where state laws permit, the personal 
effects policy may be endorsed to cover 
in the domicile of the assured, the addi- 
tional premium usually being 25 percent 
of the total premium otherwise required 
to be charged, but not less $10 minimum 
additional premium. 

Like many other types of special cov- 
erage, the personal effects floater can 
be used as a wedge to secure additional 
business in the future. Prospects are 
myriad, being limited chiefly by ability 
to pay and types of coverage already 
possessed. 

Old prospect files should provide a 
ready list of names. 

While it is desirable to sell this cover- 
age on a yearly basis, the agent can 
quote short term at the customary rates. 

Rates for full cover, according to I. 
M. U. A., are based on a flat charge of 
$15 plus 1 percent of the amount for 
which the policy is written. With the 
$25 deductible clause the flat charge is 
$7.50 plus 1 percent of the policy 
amount. Short rate is charged for poli- 
cies written less than a year. There is 
no minimum premium. 








Contractors Equipment 
Insurance Possibilities 


The “Accelerator” of the Boston and 
Old Colony suggests that during the 
spring and early summer months there 
is much heavy construction work going 
on. There are all sorts of contracts be- 
ing awarded and repair jobs of various 
kinds are being arranged. Contractors, 
of course, need much heavy construc- 
tion machinery. Therefore, contractors 
equipment insurance should be sold. 
Editor R. C. Dreher states that it is 
highly possible that no two contractors 
working nearby have the same type of 
equipment. Each contractor’s problems 





should be analyzed so that the a 
can set forth the degree of hazard i 
volved and can advise about proper pint 
tection. 


Need for the Coverage 


He calls attention to a contractor in 

a mid-western state that was changing 
the course of a stream. As a precaution 
against flood he had built dykes. A sud- 
den change in temperature froze the 
ground and heavy rains followed. The 
dykes could not hold back the water 
which flooded the territory and the 
steam shovel was covered with water. 
It was necessary to overhaul the shovel 
and fortunately for the contractor this 
loss was covered by insurance. In ad-

a large amount of full sports liability 
coverage. Many agents use the golf lia- 
bility policy as an approach and forget 
the hazards in other sports where men 
engage in them. Mr. Pope is not only 

a golfer but he fishes, hunts and engages 
in other recreative lines. He carries a 
full sports liability policy. 

He and a friend were hunting quail 
and discovered that five boys and a girl 
were also shooting quail and were fol- 
lowing them in order to get advantage 
of the birds that became separated from 
the disturbed coveys. Mr. Pope sug- 
gested that in order to avoid danger 
the young folks go in another direction. 
This they agreed to do. 

Later the Pope dog stirred up a covey. 
The young folks took up a position on 
top of a hill, hoping that Mr. Pope and 
his associate would send some quail up 
in their direction. Mr. Pope did not 
know the position of the young people. 
He followed the quail up the hill and 
fired. The result was that one of the 
boys received a number of shots in his 
face. Mr. Pope and his friend tried to 
pick out the shot but they were buried 
too deeply. A doctor was summoned. 
Mr. Pope reported the accident to the 
Travelers, the doctor’s bill was in excess 
of $100 and in addition a payment of 
cash was made to the boy to close the 
case. 

After having this experience Mr. Pope 
immediately got in touch with some of 
his friends, related it and sold them a 
full coverage sports policy. Mr. Pope 
impressed them with the fact that in 
case of an accident of this character it 
is a great relief to know that he was 
covered by insurance and that the com- 
pany would take the case off his hands.

They 
frown upon the use of other agencies for 
this purpose as they deem that the in- 
terests of their assureds can best be 
served by having this method of pay- 
ment handled by them.

T. B. Miller, Jr., local agent of 
Helena, has obtained a restraining or- 
der from Judge Padbury against pay- 
ment of $75,610 to Pearl Assurance 
for a three year term policy covering 
Montana state properties that was re- 
cently issued in substitution of a Pearl 
contract that was due to expire Dec. 2, 
1939.

N. J. Moves Toward 
Finance Control 


The New Jersey department has now 
requested companies to file certain par- 
ticulars concerning automobile finance 
writings in the state. The information 
thus acquired will be used by the depart- 
ment in enforcing the provisions of a 
new law governing the writing of finance 
business that becomes effective Sept. 1. 
It requires that certificates issued to 
the car purchaser specify the perils in- 
sured against, limits of coverage and 
premiums applicable, together with such 
other provisions as the insurance depart- 
ment shall require. It requires the 
finance company to submit evidence to 
the insurer of the payment of return 
premium to the car purchaser in the 
event of cancellation. Participating poli- 
cies shall provide that dividends be pay- 
able to the purchaser. 

The law prohibits any distinction 
being made in premiums or dividends 
between finance business and individual 
car business. The department is given 
authority to impose additional condi- 
tions. 

The department requests the insurers 

June 15 to file copies of master 
Ph Nay certificates that are issued to 
the car purchaser as well as copies of 
policies issued to those who own the 
cars outright. The New Jersey depart- 
ment has also requested the insurance 
departments of other states to supply in- 
formation about rulings in connection 
with automobile finance that they have 
made. 





Adopt New York Reform Plan 


National Automobile Underwriters 
Association has adopted a commission 


and agency reform program for the 
New York metropolitan district. So 
called “untapped commission” agents 


are eliminated. Rules are revised gov- 
erning principal offices and recording 
agents and a resolution was adopted to 





respect the spirit as well as the letter 
of the new _ regulation. Heretofore 
there has been no restriction on the top 
commissions payable to principal repre- 
sentatives. Under the new rules there 
is a limit of 35 percent on all classes 
except P.D. on which the limit is 25 
percent with a 10 percent contingent. 





West American Has Auto Club 


LOS ANGELES—Articles of incor- 
poration have been filed by the West 
American Automobile Club. All incor- 
porators are either employes or officials 
of the West American-Commercial Dis- 
count Co. group. The name has been 
approved by Commissioner Goodcell.

Rejected Risks : 


J. E. Joseph, resident manager Com- 
mercial Union group, Los Angeles, just 
after a recent windstorm, received a 
*phone call from Reid Allen, Pasadena 
agent, who said a policyholder had pre- 
sented a claim under his 8-point policy. 

He claimed a hole had been driven 
into the side of his home, a frame one, 
and wanted damages. He was asked 
how it happened, and said a woodpecker 
had drilled through the siding. He was 
told that he could not get windstorm 
damages for that. His reply was that 
he didn’t want damages for windstorm, 
but was claiming it under the aircraft 
clause. He didn’t get it. 





Recently one of the insurance de- 
partments, in liquidating a reciprocal, 
sent out notices of an assessment to all 
former policyholders whose policies 
were in force at the time the state took 
charge. Suit was instituted against those 
who failed to respond. The process 
server found that the address for one 
name on his list was the office of the 
insurance department and that the man 
he sought was one of the deputy insur- 
ance commissioners. 

A unique accounting system is sug- 
gested by John Rector, Aetna Casualty 
special agent. An agent had three egg 
crates in his office.
